In response to a Final Office Action dated July 3, 2003, Applicants filed a 
Request for Reconsideration on September 3, 2003, providing amendments to the claims 
in the form of minor grammatical corrections and providing argument as to the 
inappropriateness of the rejection and request for reconsideration of the finality of the 
action. In an Advisory Action dated September 12, 2003, the Examiner indicated that the 
amendment will be entered for purposes of Appeal, but did not indicate by checking Box 
5 on Form PTOL-303 that the Request for Reconsideration had been considered.
